Figure “A shows the parts of the “Sanitary Noiseless” Hinge.

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HOW MANY WILL YOUR SCHOOL ROOM SEAT? 
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HB plan and table on this page have been prepared 

for your convenience in figuring the number of desks 

you need, Aisle space may vary-——being governed 
by local laws or the conditions of the building—but we 
have suggested the standard aisle widths. The suggest- 
ed width of the outer aisles is designated by “Al”, the 
inner aisles by “A"', the distance across the top of the 
desk by “D" and the distance from the back of one desk 
to the back of the next désk by “B’*. Thi» table was pre- 
pared with the measurements of the “New Sanitary,” but 
will apply to any style of our desks by using the measure- 
ments shown in connection with the description of the 
various styles. 


In setting the desks in rows, it will be advisable to 
place the dewks just about where you think they will be 
wanted before you serew any of them to the floor. If, 
then, you find that the row is too long, you can possibly 
gain the additional space you need by narrowing up slight- 
ly the space you had intended to reserve for the rear aisle. 
To accommodate the normal child the seat ordinarily 
should project about one inch under the desk top. Cir- 
cumstances, however, might alter this rule. 


How to Determine the Number of Desks You Can place 
in a Row 


From the length of your room, subtract the aisle

space at the back of the room (Al), the aisle space in front 
of the room between the teacher's desk and first pupil's 
desk (Al), and the space for the teacher's platform. 
Divide this by the distance of a pupil's desk, back to back, 
(B), and the result is the number of desks in a row. 

You will notice from the plan above that while there 
are eight spaces (B), there is a rear in addition to the 
eight desks, (7 complete and 1 front desk). Therefore, 
one rear seat must be ordered for each row instead of the 
front desk at the front of the row (which fs included in 
the eight desks) a great many schools use a complete desk 
and seat, using the extra seats in front for recitation pur- 
poses. 


How to Determine the Number of Rows 
Across the Room 

From the width of your room, subtract one wall 
aisle space. Then divide that result by the distance 
across the top of a desk, plus an inner aisle space, The 
result will be the number of rows of des! 

However in figuring in that wa: 
sure exactly the same as an inner aisle. 
to widen this and you can, of course, adjust the aisle 
paces as you wish. The aisle space you allow, naturs 
ly, will depend a great deal on the sizeof your room, 
or may be governed by local laws.

placed in the school room. One size of desks only should be placed in a row, otherwise the advantage of using

HOW TO SET UP SILENT SANITARY SEATS AND DESKS 


First—Sort up all sizes of Desk Woods putting all woods 
of each size together. Remember that there are only 
three different sizes of woods and six sizes of castings. 
Nov. 1 and 2 Castings take the largest size of woods, 
Nos, 3 and 4 Castings take the medium size woods and 
No, 5 and 6 Castings take the smallest size of woods. 


Sccond—Connect a pair of Desk Standards or Castings 
w'th a foot rest of proper size. Put in the bolts but 
do not tighten up fully. 


TY ir’—Put on the back. In putting the “worming” of 
the casting into the “Serpentine groove’ of the wood 
it should enter about one half inch from its final pos!~ 
tion, Then using a leather faced block and hammer 
tap the back on its top edge till the worm and groove 
are in a position so that the back cannot be loosened 
by pulling forward, or in other words, till it is driven 
“home. 


Fourth—Put the book shelf in place. Be sure t 


ends of the book shelf fit perfectly in the grooves of 
the casting intended for it. 


Fifth—Put on the top. When the groove in the wood is 
dropped on to the worming of the casting it should 
leave the top of the desk about a half inch from the 
back. When the top is on properly drive it forward 
with the block and hammer until it fits snugly against 
the back. 


Sixth—Put on the seat in the same manner and then 
draw the foot rest bolts tight and the desk will hold 
together perfectly till the screws are put in. 


Seventh—Put two % in. screws in the bottom of the 
tack. Put two % in. screws in the outside edge of 
the top through the proper holes in the castings. Put 
four % !n, screws in their proper place in the seat. 
use two 1 in, screws to fasten the top to the back. 
Holes for these screws are drilled angle wise in the 
under side of the top. Use % in. screws to fasten 
desks to the floor.

In a modern institution of 100 pupile and etaff, 
a eufficient number of labour-eaving machines ehould be 
inetalled to permit the washing and eterilising of the 
Clothes to be done with enough deepatech to eliminate the 
irkeomeness attendant upon too many daye' labour per week. 
I believe that power maghinee for washing, extracting and 
drying are deeirable in the larger inetitutione. The 
washer should be fitted with eteam connectione, go that the 
Glothee may be eterilized. A mall eteam boiler aleo ie 
therefore required. Thie equipment ie used for the regular 
bi-weekly washing of bed clothing, under clothing, shirte, 
drecses, aprone, ete. 


The officer in charge of the laundry regularly 
givee the girle instruction in the etepe to be taken with 
an ordinary domestic waching. An aesortment of artioclee 
to be washed ie put thr by hand for inetructional 
purposes. Further, tho girle will receive other experience 
ae in an inetitution thero are certain articles that can 
best be done by hand and frequently there ie clothing to 
be boiled and washed at ehort notice. There ie plenty of 
opportunity for inetructing the leundry girle in ironing 
ae thie ie all done by hand.

I be owledge receipt of your letter of 
the llth instant with ra¥erence to the supplying of new 
mattress casings for the’ cowequan Indian Resi dential 
School. 


I note that the Department,after much thought, 
is giving a trial to mattress casings only at Indian schools, 
and that you are not prepared to authorize the purchase of 
mattresses at the present tine for the Muscowequan Boarding 
School. I have communicated to the Principal the contents 
of your letter. 


I can only say that I am disappointed at the 
view the Department is taking of this mtter. I am today 
in receipt of a communication from the Principal of the 
Dueck Lake Indian Boarding School, in which he asks me if 
we have any mattresses that he could buy with his own 
earnings to replace old mattresses in use at his new school, 
and he assures me that he will never use these straw-filled 
casings in his institution, and I do not blame him for this 
stand. Father Poulet will no doubt buy mattresses with 
his own earnings also instead of using these casings. 

I have had several conversations with the Sisters at these 
instituti » and I also know from personal observation 
pes + ag straw mattresses can never be a success in Indian 
schools, 


I hope that the Department will not buy casings 
for use in the Onion Lake and new Blood Schools and then in | 
@ year's time decide that we have to resort to mattresses, 

Tt would only be a waste of money if it were decided to buy 
mattresses at a later date.

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The extinguicher must be kept full at all times and be refilled immediately 
after use in order to maintain the life of this unit. The Underwriters’ 
Laboratories recommend that all extinguishers should be examined and tested 
at least once a year. 


It is a mistaken idea that Pyrene Fire Fxtinguishers may be left hanging 
upon a wall or in an automobile, truck, bus or boat for an indefinite period 
without an occasional inspection, as it is a piece of mechanism to be used 

y in an emergency and it should be tested periodically to prove its worthiness 
for the same reason that all other mechanisms are so tested despite their 
excellence of design.

It is possible for one to secure a small 50 gallon 
pasteurizer equipped with stirring device, valves, indicator 
thermometer, milk pump and a small surface cooler through which 
brine could be pumped for cooling purposes at*much lower cost 
and such equipment would serve essentially the same purpose 
other than homogenization which in isolated areas may not be 
of prime importance. ‘hile no definite figures are at the 
moment available, the items enumerated above @ould be secured 
for less than 1000.00. This of course would be exclusive @ 
steam heating equipment which would most likely be available.

The question of wh line should be drawn 
in the removal of tonsils and’ agénoids is one regarding 
which you will find there is very considerable difference 
of opinion even amongst nose and throat specialists. 


Regarding the removal of adenoids, if these are 
obstructing the breathing, there is no question and no 
difference of opinion as to the advisability of their 
removal. Indeed, where adenoids actually exist I think it 
is conceded that removal is the proper procedure. 


The tonsi} question, however, is somewhat different. 


La: infiltrated tonsils with crypts of pussy or other 
material should certainly be removed; and, as a rule, in the 
case of most large tonsils, the proper procedure is removal. 
Of course, also, some comparatively small tonsils are very 
vicious focei of infection; but, as in many other specialties, 
I think I can in all fairness say that the procedure of 
tonsil removal has been carried in some instances to @ very 
great extreme. The conservative advice of some one of 
experience should, I think, be obtained in all cases in 
which there is not the positive evidence of the necessity 
$ seqoved actually visible in the condition of the tonsil 
itself.

Bernard's, Grouard; St. Peter's, five miles 
outside of Grouard; St. Andrew's, Whitefish Lakey 
He resides and practices at High Prairie, some 
200 miles from Wabasca, and some 100 miles from 
Whitefish Lake.

In most S pupils are admitted and after a 
time a medical examfhation is made, and I am of the 
opinion that the ctors are prone to allow cases to 
remain in schoolAhat should not be there, thinking that 
they will improve under the better living conditions te 
afforded them in the schools. We have altogether too 4 
many cases going to the Sanitorium from our schools. Jo 
less than 24 children have been taken out of the schools 
‘é and sent to the Saskatchewan Sanatorium at Fort Qu'Appelle 
within the last three years. If we could insist that 
these children be not taken into residence until they are 
thoroughly examined, and a questionaire such as the one 
we are now using be filled in and passed by our medical 
efficer here, we might put a check on this and curtail 
the expenditure. It would also eliminate the danger of 
exposing healthy children in the schools by taking in 
those who are inclined to be tubercular.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 3lst. ultimo 1+1-13 replying to my 


letter to you of the 8th. Maroh with reference to 
the admission of pupils to our residential schoola. 


I may say that I was aware of the 
contents of your circular of #ebruary 23rd, 1926 
when I wrote to you. The point I want to make is 
that it is the practice to take children into the 
various schools, and sometimes it is weeks after 
the admission before they have a medical examination 
and in oases where they are found to be not exactly 
what they should be physically there is a tendency 
to keep them in the school and they are kept there. 
I know this, and have known it for the last 26 years. 
Your circular is not all that is necessary in order 
to stop this; the medical men should be specially 
instructed. My idea was that no child should be 
taken into residence at all until the Department 
had examined the certificate of health. This 
gould be done quite easily. The Inspectors and 
Agents are aware that it is the desire oc? the 
Department that children shall be physically sound 
before being admitted to the schools, but this does 
not stop the Principals of the schools from going 
to the reserves, recruiting children and bringing 
them back long distances to the schools without 
medical examination. 


I should be glad if the Department 
would take some action to see that no pupil shall 
enter our schools without a proper examination, the 
result of wuch an examination to be approved by the 
Department or this office before admission is granted. 
The cost of medical attention for tubercular children 
is growing all the time, and to take a child thet is 
threatened with tuberculosis into an Indian school 
is not going to improve the condition of that child, 
to say nothing of the danger to which the other G 
children in the school are exposed.

Dear Dr. Scott:- 


Whilst on my tours of inspection this year, I 
have veen taking up with the medical men, the question of 
amore thorough and adequate check upon the children in 
the various schools. 


Under the present regulations, the children are 
only medically examined upon entering the school, and 
unless there is an epidemic threatened, or any of them 
are sick, the doctor does not, except in a ver, general 
way, thoroughly examine these children again. 


It is the opinion of the medical men, in which I 
heartily concur, that tne children should be thoroughly 
examined once a year, preferavly immeaiately after the 
sumer holidays. This is only aria out what is already 
done by the Health Inspectors at the various Provincial 
schools, and, as tie doctors point out, it gives them a 
chance of getting in touch with any chilaren who may be 
disposed towards [.5., or any other serious ailments. It 
would also, consideravly help Agents and myself in ex- 
Plaining to the wrious Indians, in answer to their come 
plaints tuat the chilaren are not properly fed and looked 
after. 
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I should suggest a form something after the style 
of the form now in use by -he Medical men in examining wuite 
schools. This form woulu be of great assistance to the said 
medical men, in keeping check on the children's health, and 
would alsoé largely aid the Principals wno have to look after 
the children, and would give most important information to 
the Agents and myself as to the healthful progress of the 
children at the schools. Finally, too, it would assist 
everybody in keeping check upon the prevelance of f.5. trouble 
amongst the Indian children. You can readily understand 
that very often when the children are first examined, the doctor 
can find no trace of any serious disease, and if he does not 
exauine them thoroughly at least once a year, he has no opportu- 
nity veryoften until too late, that the chila has developed 
disease.

Requisitions should be forwarded to the Department 
in the usual way.

Requisitions should show the date of the last requis- 
ition, the number of pupils, and the number of outside 
Indians, if any, to whom the school gives out medicines.

In dispensing to outside Indians, only such quantities 
as are required are to be issued, and medicines are only to 
be given out to such persons as are likely to use them as 
directed. Particular care is to be taken that poisonous 
drugs, such as liniments, are carefully labelled, and that 
the patient understands whether medicines are for internal 
or external use.

practical trend of modern education. 


Most of us remember school as rather a dull place. Many 
of the studies forced upon our lagging attention were far re- 
moved from the glowing, living world outside the school room. 


But the world is moving on. Children no longer hate to go 
to school, Teachers are co-operating with parents in a marvelous 
way in training eager youngsters to establish habits which will 
give them strong, healthy bodies and fine minds. 


Lessons on the care of eyes, teeth and skin are educating 
many a parent along with their children; for much learned at 
school percolates through to the grown-up at home when pre- 
sented to the child in a vital, interesting manner. 


There is, however, one branch of hygiene which seems to 
have been side-tracked—the care of the hair, Need of this 
struction is obvious when one notices the large number of chil- 
dren who come to school with dead, lustreless hair; who have 
dandruff and even worse contagions, which they spread to those 
about them. 


All of this may so easily be remedied if children are taught 
at school the latest, scientific methods of looking after the hair. 
An ounce of systematic care is worth pounds of cure, for a per-

fectly clean scalp, like a clean body, does not quickly pick up 
germ or parasitic infections. 


Among the old superstitions which are being relegated to the 
limbo of old wives’ tales is the time-honore a that frequent 
shampooing injures the hair. Quite the oppc view is held by 
modern dermatologists and hair experts, while*every up-to-date 
mother can testify to the vast improvement in the looks of her 
children since the weekly shampoo was inaugurated in the family. 


Instruction on how to care for the hair will be eagerly re- 
ceived by the older girls and boys, who are already alive to the 
importance of being well-groomed when they enter the business 
world. They hardly need to have their attention called to the 
fact that Jill easily secured a good position at a fine salary when 
she graduated from High School because her teeth, nails and 
last, but not least, her hair looked as if she took pride in her 
appearance; whereas harum-scarum Jack, with tousled hair and 
general don’t care, untidy look, found great difficulty in landing 
a job at all. 


When it comes to the younger child, it may be necessary to 
awaken a pride in appearance. Gone are the days when the 
grown-up feared to make tiny Mary vain by talking too much 
about her looks. The hall-mark of self-respect is pride in out- 
ward appearance and such pride is surely a fundamental in 
character building. 


Even the youngest child will respond to a suggestion if his 
imagination seizes upon the idea and he sees the reason why. 
3 
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Hence it may be well to begin the lesson with an explanation of 
the way in which hair grows. The chart on the opposite page 
shows the anatomy of a single hair. It has been simplified so 
that it can easily be copied on the board and each part pointed 
out. 


Something About the Anatomy of a Hair 


HE hair is really a part of the skin, as are also the nails 

Each single hair (1) is implanted in a hair sac or follicle 

(2) which is set obliquely 1/12th to 1/16th of an inch into 
the skin forming the scalp (3). This follicle is surrounded by 
an outer sheath (4). The papilla (5) from which the hair draws 
its nourishment is situated at the base of the follicle. It is fed, 
in its turn by the fat cells (6). The bulb (7) at the base of the 
follicle fits like a cap round the papilla. Oil Glands (8) supply 
lubricant which keeps the hair soft and glossy. Other glands 
supply coloring matter. At one side of each hair are tiny muscles 
which contract in extreme fright and actually cause the hair to 
stand on end. In cross section, straight hair is rounded while 
curly hair is elliptic in form. 


Each hair is 250th part of an inch in diameter. Women’s 
hair is usually coarser than men’s. Hair grows about Vyinch 
each month. The average head contains 120,000 hairs. 


When a hair is pulled out forcibly,some of the pulpy sub- 
stance adheres to it, but this is not the root, for the hair germ or 
root remains behind and will eventually grow another hair.

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How to Care for the Hair 


DVISE children to brush and comb their hair night and 
morning, using a moderately stiff brush and a comb with 
smooth, coarse teeth. A cheap, roughly finished comb 

will catch strat f hair and break it, or scratch the skin cov 
ering the scalp, , 
This systematic brushing and combing the hair: 


1, Keeps the hair in order and gives it a well-groomed 
appearance, 

2. Removes the dust and germs which may have settled on 
the hair during the day. 


. Stimulates the blood circulation, which urges the glands 
to do their work in providing the proper supply of oil. 


When and How to Shampoo the Hair 


Te is just as important to wash the hair once a week as to 
take a daily bath, especially when living in a dirty, dusty city. 
A special day for shampooing should be earmarked in every 
family. 

Keeping the scalp perfectly clean does not in any way destroy 
the natural flow of oil; on the contrary it promotes its function 
ing freely. 

Warm, soft water must always be used when shampooing the 
hair. In localities where the water is hard, rain water should be 
saved or distilled water secured for this pur 
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The choice of the shampoo is most important of all. A good 
shampoo must contain: 
1. Cocoanut oil to give lustre. 
2. Pine tar to stimulate healthy growth. 
3. No alcohol to make the hair brittle, 
shampoos. 


. No excessive free alkali to bleach and injure the hair, as 
do most ordinary soaps not especially made for sham- 


pooing. 
Manner of Procedure 1.

Wet the hair thoroughly with warm 
water. 

. Apply the shampoo and rub to a thick lather over the 
entire head to the ends of the hair. Keep rubbing until 
the lather has become stiff. 

Rinse thoroughly with warm water, using a spray if pos- 
sible or pour water over the hair with a pitcher. 

4. Repeat the lathering operation. 

§. Finish with a cooler rinse to close the pores. 

After the shampoo, school children should be safeguarded 
from any infection by having a special fine comb run through 
the hair while still wet. 

Drying the Hair Gently mop the hair with a warm, thick bath 

towel. The drying process may be hastened 
by fanning or using gentle heat. Intense heat should never be 
used 
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If the proper type of shampoo has been used, the hair will 
dry out soft and glossy. If, however, the hair is unnaturally 
dry a few drops of almond oil or warm olive oil may be rubbed 
into the scalp after the shampoo. In any case, this is an ideal 
time to give the scalp a good massage, which will stimulate the 
glands and prog a luxuriant growth of hair. 


How to Massage the Scalp 


The tissues of the scalp should be fairly loose on the bony 
structure—the skull. Unhealthy hair is often caused by a tight 
scalp, which can be easily loosened by systematic massage. 


Place the fingers on the scalp and move them in a circular 
motion. Use a firm but not heavy pressure. Work back gradu- 
ally from the top or sides of the head to the neck until the whole 
scalp has been massaged. After a few mass: ges you will notice 
that the tight scalp has become more flexible. 


Fighting Hirsute IMs on Their Own Ground 


HE weekly shampoo is not only the best preventive but 

the only remedy for germ diseases of the hair and other ills. 

It must be borne in mind, though, that falling hair may be 
caused by a poorly nourished system or diseased physical con- 
dition. Milk and eggs, plenty of fresh vegetables and water, long 
hours spent out in the sunshine and proper exercise will work 
wonders. 


Oily Hair This may be the result of an over-rich diet such as 


too much fried foods, pastries, candy, etc. That 
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“tired feeling” may also be one of the danger signals sent along 
with oily hair to call attention to a poor physical condition, As 
a local remedy frequent shampooing several times a week will 
help the appearance of the hair for the time being, but will not 
do away with the cause of the trouble. 


Dandruff This is an infectious disease, which one person can 

give to another. The very best preventive known 
is perfect cleanliness—the weekly shampoo. The next—great 
care not to use other people's brushes, combs or hats. The first 
symptoms are tiny, white, scaly bits of skin on the coat or dress 
collar. If these are discovered early the trouble can usually be 
cured by washing the hair with a suitable antiseptic shampoo 
three times a week and using a very fine comb while the hair is 
still wet. Obstinate cases need the care of a hair specialist. 


Falling Hair After a severe illness, the hair frequently loosens 

and falls out, owing to the lack of nourishment. 
A general run-down physical condition will also cause the hair 
to fall. Toning up the system, massage and frequent shampooing 
with special hair soap will do much to correct this trouble and 
cause the new hair to grow in rapidly. Many people who have 
lost practically all of their hair through illness, have been able 
to grow a heavy, luxuriant crop when they have persistently fol- 
lowed out these instructions. 


Pediculosis (Head Lice) This is a most unpleasant, but all too 

common, trouble when children are 
massed together in large groups as in school or when they travel 
on trolleys and other public conveyances. To avoid picking up 


¢ ; 
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one of these parasites, children should be warned not to put 
their heads together or pile their hats when playing out of doors. 
Of course, no child should be allowed to use other people's combs 
and brushes. Children should understand that while it is no 
disgrace to have caught one of these creatures, it is a crime to 
allow it to remain in the head even for a few hours. The infec- 
tion usually shows itself by irritation of the scalp. With such a 
symptom, a child should be sent home immediately with a printed 
copy of instructions for treatment. These must be followed out 
before he is allowed to return. The publishers of this booklet 
will be glad to furnish leaflets used for this purpose by hun: 
dreds of schools throughout the United States (copy enclosed). 


Interest Exciters for the Small Pupil 


LAYING on the competitive instinct and stimulating pride 
by public approbation can both be used to advantage in 
this connection. 


Children, like sheep, have a great deal of the herd instinct 
and naturally follow one another. When Jack finds that Jill has 
her hair washed every week and gets much commendation for 
her improved appearance, he naturally wishes to enter the 
game, too. 


A chart drawn like the one on page 12 and hung in a 
conspicuous place in the school-room wil! be a constant reminder 
and stimulant to hair cleanliness. When a child has been 
marked for having his hair shampooed for four successive weeks, 
a gold star opposite his name will set him apart among the

upright and make him more enthusiastic to keep up the good 
work; a certain number of gold stars might have a reward. 
After all, a firmly established habit, whether it be good or bad, 
is not so easily broken, so why not form as many good ones as 
possible, while your material is plastic enough to be easily 
moulded?

The average small girl looks well with her 
hair parted on one side and caught with a barette. 


Those who have abnormally high foreheads will find that the 
bang suits them. This is usually cut straight across, though it is 
possible to have a bang cut with a point in front when the 
straight line seems too severe. If Jill has a low forehead, it is 
quite possible that she will look better with her hair drawn back 
from her face and worn very like her older brother. Like her 
brother's, too, is the manner in which the hair is cut at the back, 
for the present vogue seems to demand that the hair be cut to 
show as much of the contour of the head as possible, hence the 
boyish shingle, or at least a partially shingled effect.

Head Louse’

A little sidelight on the common infestation is given 
by a poetic effusion of the seventh century B.c.,t in 
which Homer is represented as enquiring of two fishermen 
the extent of their catch: ‘ Those we caught we thre 
away, those we didn’t catch we've brought with 
is their cryptic answer. Doubtless this was a hoary 
chestnut, even at that date. 

Professor Nuthall gives as a heading to his article 
‘on the subject (‘' Parasitology,” Vol. 10) the following 
apt quotation from Barbut (1751), pp. 328) :— 

“Man, the chief lord of other animals, notwith- 
standing his power, the food and ordinary abode of 
these vermin, who riot in his blood and sometimes 
colonise his body with innumerable and detestable 
offspring. When such a mean and disgustful insect 
as this can raise legions sufficient to render thee loath- 
some, and even to destroy thee, O man! where is thy 
vaunted greatness?" 

The war has taught us much concerning the life, 
history and habits of this pest, and moreover has taught 
us that disinfestation is by no means the easy matter 
it was at one time supposed to be. This is true of 
both head and body louse. It is with the former that 
I propose to deal this afternoon. 

ith the absence of any proper conveniences such as 
hot water, basins and towels, the overcrowded home 
a her monotonous Ge Dye of multifarious eae itis me 
together surprising ‘t many a mother gives up 
the attempt to keep her children’s heads free 
from infestation. Indeed, the constant re-infestation 
and the hardiness of the louse has led many parents to 
believe that these are the autochthoneus progeny of 
the skin itself. ‘Why, she breeds them het 3 if 
she didn't she would have eczema!” is a common 
retort to the investigator. However, it is really quite 
uncommon nowadays to find a child who has not had 
some form of anti-louse treatment. This has been one 
of the difficulties in the investigation which I have 
attem| to make, which are detailed below. It will 
be ted that, in view of these difficulties, the 
discov: ‘of an effective agent for the disinfestation 
of the head would be a great social service to the 
community 

For such an agent to be of general value certain 
desiderata must be fulfilled. It must be (1) non-toxic, 
(2) non-irritant, (3) non-inflammable, (4) lethal or re-

‘After trials of various substances, I have been 
experimenting with sold under the proprietary 
name of ‘“ Derbac," which ap) to certain 
advantages. I was guided to selection of this soap 
by the fact that its chemical and physical composition 
were different from those of ordinary soap, and ap) 
to warrant the expectation of effi Made primarily 
by the action of caustic soda upon the starch, proteins, 
&c., contained in cereals, the molecular composition is 
different from that of the ordinary fat soap, and the 
colloidal products produced in its manufacture are of 
a different character. In the first place it does not 
form an insoluble lime soap in combination with the 
calcium of the water, and there is a much less pre- 
cipitation of the fatty acids in consequence. The result 
is that much more fatty acid remains in the solution, 
with a consequent good lather. Certain soda-starch 
compounds (probably [CoeHeaOualaa0) are formed, 
and the soda acts upon roteins to produce soaps 
of amino-acids and ammonia, Further, it contains 
a heavy percentage of birch tar, which appears from 
Professor Nuthall’s list as a useful remedy which is 
repellant to the louse and is a well-tried remedy for skin 
aflections, ‘The tar is presumably emulsified in the 
course of the manufacture. It is probable also that as 
the birch tar contains cresols and other phenolic bodies, 
phenolates are produced. 1 am inclined to regard coal- 
tar derivates as undesirable for and irritating to the 
skin. is seen in the action of carbolic acid on the 
skin, and the well-recognised irritation of the skin 
caused by coal soot. Professor Nuthall writing of birch 
tar (pp. 556) says, “Further tests should evidently be 
made.” 

‘The chemistry of soaps and the colloidal conditions 
which are formed by their use are exceedingly com li- 
cated, and not altogether understood. The cleansing 
properties are probably in the main due to the “ true 
wetting ” of the substance caused by an alteration of 
the surface tension and the formation of an emulsion 
which has an affinity for dirt, grease, &c. Many 
liquids do not truly wet a surface, and there is no 
“molecular intimacy " as it is called, To be effective 
in destroying the louse and em! , it would seem 

that there should be “true wetting” 
action, and this action is accelerated i Cores 
lathering of the head, which is an essent part of 
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dead, and frequently those which appear 
to have led can be found to be quite active a 
couple of hours later. Thorough combing out, therefore, 
is an essential of any treatment, 

The destruction of the embryo in the nit is then the 
chief object to be aimed ‘he dislodgement of the 
nit, if dead, is a secondary consideration from a 
disinfestation point of view. To the mother, however, 
the removal of the nit is often of supreme importance 
as evidence that she has made a real attempt to remove 
the infestation. It is not generally rec that the 
louse lays her eggs close to the scalp, and that the 
distance of the nit away from the root of the hair to 
which it is attached is a measure of the age of the nit. 
I believe that many ent has been prosecuted and 
even fined for louse infestation, although the nits a:~ 
old shells from which the louse has long hatched out. 

In order to test any disinfesting material, experiments 
must be catried out under certain predetermined con- 
ditions, with definite control experiments. These may 
be summarised as follows :— 

1. Hairs must be taken from children who have 
received no previous treatment, and on whose heads 
there are living lice. 

2. The hairs supporting nits must be taken im- 
mediately before and immediately after treatment 
with the disinfestor chosen, and incubated under identical 
cenditions, at a temperature of go’ F., the optimum 
temperature for louse incubation, 

. Nits must contain embryoes in both cases. Tor 
purpose it is necessary to examine a number of 
microscopically, 

In any given sample of hairs one finds far more nits 
than living shells. 

4. After incubation the nits taken before treatment 
should either hatch out or show evidence that the 
embryo has continued to develop, while the nits, after 
treatment, should show no evidence of continued de- 
age apne Sometimes active pharyngeal movements 
in the contained embryo can be seen, thus affording 
definite evidence of its life. 

Tt will be seen that it is by a0 means ersy to carry 
out experiments which conform to these stringent 
conditions It is, moreover, not an cusy matter to 
hatch out lice under artificial conditions,

After treating an exceptionally lousy head, the 
attendant complained of the large number of live lice 
on the towel with which the head had been rubbed. 
It is, therefore, a wise precaution to take si to kill 
the lice which have been detached, by boiling the towels 
which have been used or by pouring boiling water upon 
them. 

(b) The nit.—I prepared a considerable number of 
slides of nits incubated at go° F., taken immediately 
before and after treatment. That some embryoes 
survive a single treatment was proved by the hatcl hing 
out of embryoes, but the evidence of the microscope 
goes to prove that far more hatched out, as judged by 
the vacated shells, from the untreated hairs. In by 
far the majority of sides made from untreated hairs, 
the nits were found to be empty, and the bottom of the 
test tube in v n they had been incubated was littered 
with freshly hatched lice. The appearance of the 
unhatched nits after treatment and incubation is not 
altogether ¢ I was at first dis to believe 
that an actual disintegration of the embryo had taken 
place. Similar appearances, however, are sometimes 
found in slides from untreated nits There certainly 
s ed to be a shrinkage in the embryo in treated cases, 
lecving a space between the shell and the body, probably 
due to drying up after death. In working through a 
large number of slides, without ascertaining from the 
label whether they had been taken before or after 
treatment, I br te Gi my judgment from Cie physical 
appearan of the embryo was very generally correct. 
te changes in the two cases ace eresorer 1 think, 
distinct, but difficult to describe.

Another difficulty met with was that there i 
of knowing what percentage of nits in an unt:

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hairs after ten days’ incubation, although the majority 
had hatched out, there was a number which did not 
contain fully developed embryoes, which had pre- 
sumably died. It is probable that under natural 
conditions a certain proportion of the nits do not produce 
living lice 

In my experiments the hairs were placed in test 
tubes in an electric thermostat incubator regulated to 
a temperature of go° F., and the lice placed in small 
glass receptacles with a perforated false bottom of 

. In some cases a small plug of damp cotton- 

wool was placed at the bottom of the tube to prevent 
desiccation. This, however, apes to un- 
necessary, and increased the difficulty in looking for 
hatched-out lice.

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I wuld suggest that the Indian children of the 
various residential and day schools be examined at least 
yearly. ‘he pupils of the Residential schools are examined 
on admission only at the present time. Many of them remain 
for years and some of them get broken down in health in the 
schools, A yearly check up on them would enable one to weed 
out those likely to break down. This same examination could 
also be applied to the pupils in the day schools. The 
pupils of the public schools of British Columbia are 
provided with cards on which the Medical Officer records the 
results of his examination and which are used annually until 
they leave school. I feel that if this system of examinations 
were instituted the results would be less sickness in the 
various schools.

Department of Indian Affairs Maintains Health Services 
on all Reserves 

In the care and training of Canada’s Indian wards, the pro- 
tection of their health is a matter of prime importance. In 

y province of the Dominion where re s have been set 

efit of the Indians, the Department of Indian 
Affairs maintains a health service whereby not only bodily ills 
are attended to but the Indians are ned in personal hygiene 
and otherwise grounded in the fundamentals of preventive 
medicine. 
ne health service of the Department of Indian Affairs ig 
carried out for the most part by local physicians and hospitals. 
About 325 such physicians are employed on par! alarie 
or on the call system to attend bands of Indians living in their 
neighbourhood. The number of local hospitals utilized in this 
manner is about 200. 

The permanent full-time health service of the Department

In addition to providing the services outlined above, the 
Department co-operates with Church missionary organizations, 
in the operation of hospitals and with the Provincial Govern- 
ments, and the Victorian Order of Nurses in the maintenance of 
district nurses in many places.

Indian Agents to distribute to Doctors, Nurses, Field Matrons, Dispensers and 
Hospitals. Further copies on request. 


The department's estimates for the fiscal year 1932-33 have been greatly 
reduced, and it will be necessary to take measures to curtail expenditure 
for medical and hospital attendance during that year. Until further directed 
kindly be guided by the following instructions, which have been prepared with 
care, and which will repay careful study. 


1. Epidemic Diseases 

pecial attention must be paid to reporting of outbreaks, quarantine of 
infected families, disinfection and all other measures specified in the regulations 
for the prevention of epidemics. Attention is directed to Circular 93-1 of June 
I ee which, briefly summarized, states that the Indian agent is respon- 

to the department for these matters, acting under the advice of the depart- 
mental doctor. The regulations to be used are those of the province in which 
the reserve is situated, 

Vaccination against smallpox is to be carried on as directed in Circular 
98-1B, which gives complete directions in this connection, Special importance 
is attached to the prompt and complete vaccination of any band of Indians 
among whom or near whom smallpox appears. 

Large scale immunization against diphtheria or scarlet fever by the use of 
toxoid or equivalent preparations is not to be undertaken without, authority 
from the department, except in places where the majority of Indian children are 
already immunized. The use of antitoxin for the protection of actual contacts 
is, however, strongly recommended, subject to the advice of the doctor in charge. 


2. Tuberculosis 

It will not be possible at present to authorize admission of patients suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis to sanatorium or hospital unless such patients require 
hospital care for relief of actual suffering; that is to say tuberculosis in itself 
is not to be considered as a cause for admission to hospital or sanatorium. 
Special consideration may be given to patients suffering from tuberculosis of 
the bones and joints, whose prompt trea(ment may prevent the formation of 
deformities, if the outlook is hopeful, 

As a general rule, chronic cases of tuberculous adenitis (serofula) are to be 
eared for at home. 

The cost of special food for tuberculous Indians at home is borne from the 
medical appropriation, In recommending such issues the Indian agent must 
satisfy himself not only that they are required, but that the patient will himself 
get the benefit of them. 
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3. Trachoma a 

This affects only certain parts of the country. The directions con’ in 
the Circular of Instructions on Trachoma, dated October 1, 1931, must be care- 
fully followed, 


4, Venereal Disease 
Standing instructions on the treatment of syphilis will continue in force. 
‘The fees allowed will be as follows; and are not subject to the 10 per cent reduc- 
tion provided for in section 8:— 
Administration of neosalvarsan or equivalent ....... $5 00 


Note.—This drug will be supplied by the depart- 
ment on demand. Local purchase is not 
authorized. If doctors purchase locally, the 
department will neither reimburse them nor 
pay the account. 
Administration of mercury bismuth, ete. ............ 3 00 
Note.—This fee must include the supply of the drug. 
Taking of blood for Wassermann or similar test 


It should very rarely be necessary to keep a patient in hospital for ordinary 
treatment for 
Provincial clinics should be made use of whenever available. 


Dental 
Dental attention must be limited to measures for the relief of suffering. 
No repair work or supply of artificial teeth is authorized at present. 


6. Correction of Defects—Day School Pupils 

During the spring school term, it will be impossible to authorize operations 
for removal of tonsils or dental work for pupils of day schools. An inspection 
of the pupils should be made as soon as the schools reopen in September, and 
recommendations submitted. If funds are then available, the department will 
endeavour to proceed with some of this work. 


7. Hospital Treatment 

Tt will be necessary to reduce hospital expenses by at least 20 per cent. 
‘The standing instructions on admissions to hospitals (50-1) are adequate and 
suitable, but the department considers that Indian patients in many places are 
admitted to hospital for less serious complaints, and kept in hospital ieee than 
would be the case if they were either paying their own accounts or were indigent 
members of a white community. In the last analysis, the doctor’s orders must 
be obeyed, but the agent should exercise careful supervision both of admissions 
and duration of stay in hospital. 

‘The rate paid for maintenance of patients in the public ward of any hospital 
shall not exceed $2.50 per day, including such gd. as those for the operating- 
room, X-ray, ordinary medicines, dressings, ete. e rate for a new-born child 
shall not exceed $1 per day. Only in the most exceptional circumstances should 
agents authorize the admission of a well parent as a companion to a sick child, 
and the rate paid for such a parent shall not exceed $1 per day. 

The rates now paid to the following hospitals will remain in effeet:— 


Sacred Heart Hospital, Caughnawaga, Que.; Dynevor Hospital, Selkirk, 
Man.; the hospitals at Fort Sai Fort Simpsor, and Akiavik in the North: 
west Territories; the hospitals in the Lesser Slave Lake Agency; the hospital 
et Fort Albany. 
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FE 210 paid to the Lady Minto Hospitals at Cochrane and Chapleau 
shall be $2.25 per day. 
The rates paid to hospitals located in the Williams Lake, Stuart Lake, 
Babine, Skeena, and Queen Charlotte Agencies shall be $2.75 per day for acutely 
sick patients, and $1.50 per day for those classed as chronic, The classification 
of each patient must be decided monthly by the Indian agent and the doctor. . 
Under ordinary circumstances there is no object in agents telegraphing to 
the department for authority to admit patients to hospital. Circular 50-1 aves 
directions for both emergency and ordinary cases. Authority should be obtained 
when it is proposed to send a patient out of his district to a hospital in a distant 
city, and in cases where the agent is at all in doubt. Henceforth the depart- 
ment will require a doctor's certificate for every patient admitted to hospital. 
The form for this certificate is laid down in Circular 50-1. It should be fur- 
nished by the doctor to the agent at the time of admission and sent forward 
immediately to the department, with the date of admission noted on the face, 
and a brief statement as to the agent’s knowledge of the circumstances. 
Special nurses may only be engaged under the most exceptional circum- 
stances. The maximum fee allowed is $5 per 24-hour day, and the department 
will not make payment of accounts for special nurse’s services unless the nurse 
has been engaged by permission of the Indian agent, on the written recommenda- 
tion of the doctor, who must certify to the absolute necessity of the service. 


8. Doctors’ Fees 

Physicians on salary, like other civil servants, will be subject to a 
reduction in salary of 10 per cent. Doctors on the call, or account system 
may make up their accounts as usual, and reduce the total by 10 per cent. In 
many cases, however, a substantial reduction in attendance must be brought 
about. Indians are prone to consult the doctors for trivial ailments, and to call 


the doctor to their homes when they could well go to his office. This can be 
controlled in a t degree by the doctors themselves, and the department is 
under the necessity of oorne ‘or their constant co-operation in this connection. 


In places where the Indian agent, farming instructor, field matron, or other 
officer is accustomed to receive calls for doctor's services, this system is to be 
continued. 

The department, in some cases, may find it necessary to impose a limit on 
expenditure for the services of individual doctors. 

Patients may onl be sent to specialists on the written recommendation of 

6 the Reserve doctor. The regulations for admission of pee to hospital are 
applicable in this connection, but the Indian agent shou 
BL the department unless the case is urgent. 

In many places doctors on salary have been accustomed to present accounts 
for treatment of Indians who do not belong to the bands which they are engaged 
to attend, and for surgical operations, and special treatments of various kinds. 
All such arrangements, whether now authorized or not, must be discontinued, 
subject to the following provisions: — 


(a) Doctors who have facilities for performing major operations may 
address the department, through the Indian agent, and request special 
consideration in this respect. 

(b) Doctors will be allowed extra fees for vaccination against smallpox, 
inoculation against typhoid fever, diphtheria, ete., and, if agreed upon 
in advance, for treatment of syphilis. The department wishes to 
encourage treatment of this kind. 

(c) If any doctor considers himself to be under an undue burden by reason 
of calls on his services for visiting or transient Indians, he may address 
ie department, through the Indian agent, and request special con- 

eration. 
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Reports and accounts of doctors must be rendered promptly at tne of 
each month. Neglect in this matter may, in extreme circumstances, expose the 
doctor to the risk of not receiving payment. 


9. Drugs 

There has been a commendable reduction in the quantity of drugs used 
during the past fiscal year, and in many places the situation in this respect is 
quite satisfactory. In others, however, the department considers that great 
reductions might be accomplished without injury to anyone. The instructions 
on the first eae of Drug List No. 3 are clear and specifie, and must be followed 
in detail. To them is added the following:— 


(a) Alcoholic ae will not be supplied under any circumstances what- 
ever, nor will they be paid for if purchased locally. 

(b) Requisitions must be reviewed, revised if necessary, and certified by 

the doctor in charge of the Reserve or Residential School, If they do 
not bear evidence of this close scrutiny, they will be revised at Ottawa 
by an officer who has no opportunity of knowing local conditions, and 
who will be guided largely by the per capita expenditure for this pur- 
pose. ¢ 
The use of cod liver vil is to be encouraged as hitherto uucted, 
‘The indiscriminate issue and use of castor oil, kidney pills, potassium 
chlorate tablets and many other items in the drug list is to be avoided. 
No drugs are to be given to Indians to take away unl t is certain 
that their use is understood and that they will not be wasted. 

(e) The privilege of local purchase of drugs is being abused in some places, 
in regard to kind and amount of drugs ordered, and also in regard to 
| charged. Where such abuses are observed, the department will 

e compelled to abolish local purchase and furnish drugs from a central 
Government store at Ottawa. 


10. General 

Nothing in these instructions is to be taken as indicating that preventable 
suffering is to be allowed for want of funds, The appropriation for medical 
attendance, while greatly decreased, is sufficient to Beis for actual necessities. 
Tf all officers will co-operate in preventing waste in doctors’ calls, hospital attend- 
ance and drugs, no Indian need want for really necessary attendance. 

While these instructions are applicable in a general way to all reserves and 
departmental personnel, they need not be taken literally to apply to medical 
superintendents and departmental hospitals. Further directions will be issued 
to these officers and institutions by the Director of Medical Services. 


These instructions will take effect on April 1, 1932.

I have been unable to fin Depar tment 
Circular covering the procedure to be followed by the 
Reverend Principal of a Residential School, when a 
resident pupil is discharged from the School on the 
advice of the Department Medical Officer because of 
i111 health. 


When such a child is discharged it seems 
to me that the discharged pupil’s Agent should be 
notified by the School Principal that the pupil is 
being sent home and mention should be mde of the 
particular disease from which the child has been 
suffering, so that the Agent will be in a4 position to 
pass the infarmation on to the Department Medical 
Officer in whose District the child will reside after 
his or her discharge.

I would suggest that a Circular to this 
effect be issued to all School Principals and Agents 
in British Columbia. At the present time the system 
of follow-up in connection with these cases is a very 
haphazard one and even in cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
frequently no steps are teken to insure that even an 
attempt at isolation on the Reserve will be made.

Dear Sir: 


In Doctor McQuarrie's letter 
400-7-0 of April 14 he asks that the Department 
direct that when @ pupil of a Residential School 
is discharged on the account of ill health the 
school Principal be instructed to inform the Indian 
Saas so that appropriate measures may be taken for 
his care at home. This is particularly importent when 
the child is discharged on account of Tuberculosis 
or other communicable condition. It might be supposed

In any case it is well within your 
authority to issue such an instruction in British 
Columbia and it would be a little convenience to the 
Department if you would do so. When next a general 
instruction is being prepared for Indian Residential 
Schools this will be included.

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"Before concluding this report, I would like to 
again stress the necessity of making a more determined 
attempt to impress upon the Indian mind, the benefits 
to general health to be derived from fresh air, sunshine 
and cleanliness during their every day lives. I feel 
that the Residential Schools should do more than they 
have been doing in this connection. Discussions of 
public health problems should be encouraged, and certain 
definite periods should be set aside weekly for health 
study, when simple health talks would be given. This 
course should be part of the curriculum, and passing 
marks should be required in it, as in the other courses."

DR. STONE: 


A delegation representing the Anglican, Roman Catholic, 
United and Presbyterian Churches interviewed the Minister on 
November 21, last, with respect to the restoration of the 5% 
deduction in payment of per capita grants to residential schools. 
The Minister of Justice and the Minister of Labour were assoc- 
dated with the Minister in this interview. 


I may state that immediately following the presentation 
of their case on the restoration of per capita grants, a 
memorandum was submitted to the Minister by the delegation, in 
which the Churches deal with educational policy and the health 
and general welfare of the Indian population. The following 
excerpt, for your information, is taken from this memorandum: - 


"SOME URGENT NEEDS. Of the more urgent needs for 
pupils either the Day or Residential class of School, 
one of the most pressing is that of regular visits from 
dentet clinics. The following extract from the report 
of a dentist after visiting certain schools furnishes 
strong evidence of this need:- 


" ‘Upon first examination of scholars in these 
schools deplorable oral conditions were found, temporary 
and permanent teeth with crowns broken down and gone, 
abscessed roots, gingivitis, great deposits of tarter 
and teeth that had never been brushed. One thing was 
noticeable and that was that the children coming from 
beyond the civilized area seemed to have less carious 
teeth than did their cousins who were living on the 
borderland or in civilized areas. One would infer from 
this that the cruder diet of those removed from stores 
and civilization had a bearing on the teeth. 


" ‘Children in these schools range in age from five 

to sixteen or seventeen (the Government sets an age 

limit which, I think, is sixteen); boys seem to 
predominate in numbers. There is a great prevalency 

of tuberculosis amongst the Indians and in all likeli- 
hood this was a distinct factor in tooth decay. Many 

of the worst cases were amongst the juniors; oral hygiene 
was unknown to all; temporary teeth that had not exfol- 
dated were left to misguide or impact incoming permanents; 
mastication in many cases was an improbability as much 
pain would ensue upon the least pressure. Altogether it 
would be almost impossible to visualize conditions more 
neglected and deplorable. ' 


" 'Bearing instructions from the authorities at Ottawa 
that no temporary teeth were to be filled, no filling 
materials to be used but cement and amalgam and that no 
prophylaxis would be paid for, I commenced work. My 
first visit lasted for one day, and what a day it was! 


I found - 
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I found no scholar who escaped the forceps and after 
ten hours of almost continuous work over three hundred 
teeth had found a resting place in our improvised 
cuspidor. Three weeks later I again visited this school 
and spent the best part of three days filling the teeth 
and civing the needed prophylactic work (for which I 
received no remuneration). I felt that it would be 
impossible to instill into the minds of the youngsters 
the need for brushing their teeth if they were not 
started on the right rosd, so therefore, gave them a 
cleaning up. Instructions were given to the staff to 
assist in the follow-up work by insisting on toothbrush 
drill and from subseouent visits one would judge that 
this was done «se... 


a 'The Principals and staffs of the schools visited 
were loud in their praise of effects gained. Absence 
from classes on account of pulpitis, etc. had decreased 
from several cases daily to nil. The children were 
able to eat and enjoy their meals and were, in many 
instances, putting on weight. They were more attentive 
in the classroom and better results were being attained 
generally’. " 


The Minister, in replying to these representations 
in a letter dated December 12, 1938, states in part: - 


"The suagdasicy you make that greater provision 


should be made for dental work at our schools is one 
that will be brought immediately to the attention of 
the Superintendent of Medical Services."

I beg to report that due to an epidemic of 
Poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) and Encephalomyelitis 
(sleeping sickness) now prevalent in the Province of Alberta 
all public schools are to remain closed until September I5th, 


1941, 


I have discussed the situation with Dr. A.C.MoCugan, 
Provincial director of communicable disesses who informed me 
that our Indian Schools would come under this order, I then 
discussed it with Dr. J. H. Conroy, MsD. and he stated thet it 
was his wish that the Sdmonton and Youville schools remain 
closed until the public schools opened. 


Acting upon the advice of both Doctor Conroy and 
Doctor MeGugan I have informed the Principels of the Mdmonton 
and Youville Residential Schools that the schools would not open 
until September I5th, 1941. 


Two weeks ago Doctor Conroy asked me to issue inst- 
ructions to the Indians not to allow their children under the 
age of 17 years to go to the City of Edmonton, these instructions 
were issued to the Indians. 


While discussing the situation with the Rev. J. Fe 
Woodsworth, Principal of the Edmonton Residentiel School he 
stated that his school would have approximately $750.00 over= 
head expenses from August 29th when the school was to have opened 
and September I5th, and asked if the Department would assist in 
paying part of this expense, I informed Mr Woodsworth that I could 
not answer that question but that I would mention it in my report 


to you.

Of the sixteen institutions, only two 
do not keep their own milch herds, viz., Port Simpson and 
Kitamat. All the others as shown on the enclosed list have 
their own milch herds, and in each case, with the exception of 
Alert Bay, practically from the commencement of the school. 
At Alert Ba; , they have had their own herd for twelve years, 
The enclosure is in duplicate so that you can send one copy to 
Dr. H. W. Hill, Professor of Bacteriology, University of 
British Columbia, Vancouver, B,C., with any comments you wish 
to make, I regret that the dates when tuberculin testing 
of these herds became operative are not always determined, 
I may add that the only schools that have any complete record 
of the animals that reacted are Coqualeetza, Alberni and 
Kamloops. In the case of Coqualeetga, there have been tio 
reactors, and in the case of Alberni and Kamloops, none.

These herds under ordinary itione are a great help 
to the schools both as producers of m beef and as a means 
of training the children that are attending school in the art of 
farming and cattle raising. This year, however, due to the drought, 
these herds are a great burden to each school as all fodder anc 
grain for their upkeeg have to be bought at prices which are almost 
prohibitive, The schools wider our jurisdiction have either killed 
or sold the beef cattle which they haa last fall and have only kept 
such dairy cattle as were essential f the producing of milk for 
the school children. But even with this drastic reduction in the 
number of cattle kept, the cost of hay and grain is still greater 
than the schools can meet out of the grant. 
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We find it, therefore, necessary to apply to the 
Department for special consideration of each school in the dried 
out area ich is so handicapped. jie would suggest that the 
Department supply to these schools the same ount of hay and 
grain that the Governnents of the Western Frovinces are su) 
to the farmers situated in the same y adopting thi 
method of relief, we believe that no criticism of the De 
could be made as it would be doin the dGians just 
Provincial Governments are doing for the white population living 
in the same areas and under the sane circumstances, 


We submit our case in all confidence and hope that 
Department will give it favorable consideration.

It ie desirable that we should know the extent to which 
they have had to provide for additional fodder and feed 
and the extent to which they have been compelled to 
Slaughter stock as the result of fodder shortage. Any- 
thing you can do to supply me with this information 
would be deeply appreciated.

In a letter to the Department dated December 9, 
1937, Reverend Father J. O. Flourde, O.b.I., General 
uperintendent of Oblate Catholic Indien hissions, submits 
for our consideration, a request received by him, for 
special financial assistance, from a group of schools 
situated in the drought stricken area of the province of 
Saskatchewan. 


In response to instructions, Inspector Robertson, 
in co-operation with Indian sgents, has made an invest 
igation of conditions existing at six residential schools 
operated under the cuspicee of the Oblate Order in Saskatch- 
ewan. Dr. Robertson estimates that the lose sustained at 
these schools, as the result of drought, shortage of hay, 
oats, vegetables, etc., at $9,080. All surplus stock at 
these institutions was disposed of early in the fall of last 
year. Father Plourde in hia letter states:~ 


"We would suggest that the Department 
supply to these schools the sane amount of 
hay ond grain that the governments of the 
western provinces are supplying to the farmers 
situated in the same areas." 


There are in the province of Saskatchewan nine 
residential schools operated under the auspices of the 
Catholie Chureh. I have not obtained from Inspector Robert- 
son a report on conditions at the other schools. It is my 
opinion that all the residential schools in the province 
of Saskatchewan, with the exception of one or two in the 
northern section of the province, ere urgently in need of 


-financial 
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financial assistance. 


Reverend T. B. Re. Westgate, D.D., Field 
Secretary, -S.C.C., has not yet submitted a special 
request on behalf of the three schools operated b) the 
Anglican Chureh in Saskatchewan, but, in a letter sent 
forward by him to the Department dated December 21 
1937, he deals in a general way with the difficulties 
experienced by the ‘nglican Chureh in securing the 
funds necessary to operate their residential schools. 
Dr. Westgate states: 


1) 


"Our Society's overdraft at the 
bank, on account of our Indian residential 
schools, is $52,324.35. This year, 1937, 
it is now estimated that our expenditures 
will exceed all receipts by $19,000. This 
increase is very largely due to the in- 
erease in the cost of flour, other cereals and 
conmodities generally."

Dr. Cochrane, representing the United Church, 
interviewed me at my office early in November. Dr. 
Cochrane informed me that the Home Mission Board of the 
United Church were experiencing the utmost difficulty in 
finding the money necessary to support their residential 
schools. At that time I made arrangements whereby fifty 
per cent of the per capita grants dve to the United 
Church for the current quarter was paid in advance. In 
fact, we have found it necessary in recent years to make 
such advances to all the churches. 
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I was not aware, until recently, that the 
churches were experiencing so much difficulty in financing 
their residential schools. Our failure to restore the 
five per cent deduction in per capita grants, together 
with the substantial increase that has taken place during 
the last year in the price of supplies, has, no doubt, 
contributed to this condition.

of Saskatchewan ere very serious and that immediate steps 
should be taken to assist the churches in maintaining their 
schools there in a reasonable state of efficiency. Dr. 
Robertson, in reference to the condition of the cattle at 
the St. Philips Residential School, states:- 


"It is noted from the agent's report 
that these cattle are in poor condition. It 
is his opinion that they are not getting 
enough feed, owing to drought conditions, the 
schools being unable to purchase the grain 
necessary for feed." 


In view of these conditions, may I recommend the 
immediate payment to the church authorities responsible 
for the sdministration of residential schools in Saskatch- 
ewan of a grant equal to $5.00 per pupil. The total 
authorized pupilage at the 14 residential schools in the 
province is 1,615. The special grant I suggest would 
amount to $8,075. This sum may appear to be somewhat 
inadequate, but it represents the maximum grant we can 
make out of the current year's appropriation. if a grant 
equal to this amount is autho...ea, the utmost care will 
have to be exercised in the authorization of expenditures 
for repairs and supplies at Indian day and residential 
schools during the 24 months remaining in the present 
fiscal year.

It is exceedingly difficult, however, to select a school 
which, in our judgment, is not in urgent need of special 
financial essistance. For example, in the Pattleford 
agency - northwestern section of the province - where the 
Thunderehild Residential School 1s Located, relief costs 
during the period April 1 to December 21 have incresused 
almost 100% over the expenditures for the same period of 
last year. Relief figures for the Cerlton agency show 4 
similar increase. The Principals of the two or three 
residential schools which have not suffered directly es 
the result of drought conditions heave experienced the 
utmost difficulty in securing the necessary supply of meet, 
vegetables, milk, etc., and have only succeeded in securing 
these at prices substantially higher than the prevailing 
prices of lust year. I am convinced, therefore, that it 
would be more e yuitable a d certainly more in accord vith 
the actual needs of these schools if the grant was made 
@s now suggested, on a pupilage basis.

As you doubtless are aware the National Dairy Cattle Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Dr, E.S. Archibald, functions under the National 
Advisory Committee on Agricultural Services in an advisory capacity in 
the interests of the dairy cattle industry, It has five subcommittees as 
follows: Sterility Problems, Bang's Disease and Mastitis, Artificial 
Insemination, Nutrition, and Stable Management, each of which is active 
at the present time. 


In addition to the normal work of this Committee, and its sub- 
committees, Dr, Archibald has suggested that the Committee might perform 
@ very useful service and fill a great need in acting, if possible, as a 
two way “clearing house" of information relating to various phases of 
dairy cattle production, and a coordinating link among the various insti- 
tutional herds in Canada, The idea behind this suggestion is that it is 
felt that among these institutional herds, as for example, Dominion 
Experimental Farms, agricultural colleges and schools, penitentiaries and 
jails, hospitals and mental institutions, Indian Affaire’ institutions, 
Veterans' Affairs projects, etc., etc,, there is lying fallow a wealth of 
data and experience relating to problems and practices which could be of 
inestimable value to all concerned if collected, analyzed, and used, A 
consolidation of information of a practical nature, which naturally would 
be collected on a voluntary basis and used in a confidential manner, would 
be of value to the Committee in making recommendations of a national 
character, to the institutional superintendents in the efficient 
operation of their farms and herds, and to the Canadian dairy cattle 
industry at large, 


1 Files. 
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Many examples might be given of the value of such a proposal 
for all concerned, One which was cited at a recent meeting was the case 
of three institutional farms and herds adjacent to one another and under 
different governmental administrations in Canada carrying out many quite 
different practices in farm manegement and herd operation, each of which 
might have benefited by the experience and good management factors of 
the others if known and applied, Such matters under consideration might 
be those of finding out the nature, extent, locality and best methods of 
overcoming breeding troubles, mastitis, acetonemia, etc,s experiences in 
the efficient growing, putting up, and feeding of legume silage, and how 
such a feed fits into various cropping practices; efficiency and 
utilization of labour for milk produetion; problems and experience in 
relation to costs of different types of barns, layout, equipment, etc.; 
location, use and suitability of surplus feeds, breeding stock, etc,; 
and many cthers,

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It is proposed first of all to compile as complete a list as 
| possible of Canadian institutional dairy herds and when this is made to 
attempt to obtain the voluntary co-cperation of the manarers or super- 

intendents in direct charge, and send them a practical questionnaire 
dealing with such information as outlined above, An attempt would be 
made to analyze such information on a collective basis and utilize it to 
the very best advantage, The continuance of such a scheme would

On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 
Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy.

The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 
death.

‘The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 
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If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agents office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law

On the occasion of the visit of Mr, Ramsden 
on Jum 26, last, we were heard on the subject of a'mixed 
school on the Indian reserve. I transmit a memo. On this 
3rd day of July, in accordance with Mr.Rameden's order we 


assembledythse persons concerned, ten heads of Indian 
familios and threo heads of whites families. They 


unanimously, and without any objection, the annexed resolu- 
tion, which we have the honour to transmit. 
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We told Mr. Ramsden that it would be necessary 
on the part of the Indians that you grant the sum of $100 
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a year. Without that, we should not be able to carry 
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on the work well. The keeping up of a school coste dear. 


At present there are only three white families who will be 
obliged to meet the expense annually of an squal sum. They 
are willing to maxe sacrifices for a z00d school. what 


— 


compsis them to do this is the too great distance from 
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the central school, and the young people cannot go there 
during the severe season. You see that this 1s not exagger- 
ated on the part of the Indians, who are the greater 
number. 

Moreover,I am convinced that this school will 
be of great use to the Indians in uniting them, the young 
people, with the white people by education. They will 
learn to respect each other. These are my views. 

I tell you sincerely that all these poor people 
appeared perfectly happy after having passed their resolu- 
tion; it was a veritable joy on all sides,and their 
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will be still greater when you shall have given them a 
favourable reply, which I hope for very soon.

In pursuance of your instructions 
1 visited the Caughnawaza Village to look into the cone- 
plaint made by the Csughnawaza Council that the fence recert 
ly erected around the Girls' School enclosed land which 
should not have been enclosed. The investigation took 
place at the Council House and was attended by hearly one 
hundred “embers of the band. 

L had before me the conveyance 
of the lot from Janes Phillips to the Superintendent 
General for t’e purpose of a school. In this conveynnce 
the lot is described as bounded “in front by the Main 


Street, on the east by another street, on the south by

the lot belonging to the heirs of L7nace Jacobs ané on 
the west by the present school property." It is with 
respect to the eastern boundary in particular ‘another 


street", that the complaint is raised. It is difficult

stroet.at this place. The street is not very wide else- 
where. The eastern ené of Mr. Phillips's house was about 
four feet west of the eastern end o* the present school 
building and he clains that he regarded that as the eastern 
end of his lot. When he owned it, there wos 4 fence from 
the south east corner of his house running south to the 
fortification wall. This fence and the wastern end of 


his house formed his eastern boundary. After this lot was 
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2. 


purchased for s school there was a fence erected at the 
eastern end ranning north and south about four feeteast 

of the 014 building just on the 1ife ofthe present school 
building. There never was to the knowledve of the oldest 
members present any fence further east than this. 1t does 
not appesr to me that the road would cone as far west as 
this fence, but as this lot is at the four corners and was 
not fenced, the public apparently was accustomed to take a 
short course around this corner. “+t was established that 
this eorner had always been open for the public ard was 
uged as a gathering place for announcements es it is just 
across tie way from the front of the Church, ané the Indians 
feel aggrieved at heving it enclosed and being deprived of 
it. The fence recently erected on the east side cf the 
school is over forty feet from the end of the building. The 
Couneil on behalf of the Inéians and themselves desigeé to 
have it plac dé near the foot of the steps being a few feet 
from the building. 

After discussing the matter with 
the four memiers of the Council who were preset they con- 
ourred that if the fence was placed at a point four feet 
west of the flag pole ané parallel with the eastern wall 
of the eahool building which would Le over twenty-two feet 
from the wall, and if the angle of the fence on the north 
gide was made less sharp they would be satisfied. 

Ur. Delisle,another member of the 
Council, was unable to be present. I went, however, to see 
him with respect to this adjustment and with respect to the 
claim of his mother to some land on the south east corner 
within the recently erected fence. ir. Velisle was rather 
obdurate and contended that the Indians would not be satis- 
fied with the fence four feet west o° the flag pole. Finally 


he agreed tc the fence being placed six feet west of the 


School Files.

ané the school building. My. Delisle has considernble 


influence with the members of the band and I thought it 


advisable that he should be satisfied with whatever prov 


posals were nade. 
Mrs. Delisle, a daughter of Angus 


Jacobs,whose lands are referred to in the conveyance from 


James °hillips as bounding Phillips’ lot on the south, 


claims a rectangular piece of land between the east limit 


of the lot conveyed by Phillips, snd the travelled part 
of the road described as being pounded on the west by @

Alm.—tn arranging for the sale of agricultural books to rural schools, the Schools’ 
Division seeks to have rural school libraries adapted to the needs and interests of the 
communities, for whose advantage these libraries have been formed. 

Why should there not be an agricultural book shelf in every Ontario rural school? 

Why should there not be a good selection of books and bulletins relating to the 
chief business of the community? 

Why should there not be encouragement for thé boys and girls to read about things 
That are of direct interest and use? 

Why should the work of the school not fit in, in every way, with the interests 
and needs of the whole community? 


Agricultural Book Sheli.—it is suggested that every country school have a shelf 


on which bulletins and a few of the best agriculiural books should be kept, and the’ 


pupils encouraged to use them in spare periods, and to take them home. The shelf 
should be readily accessible. An agricultural bulletin board for displaying pictures, 
newspaper clippings, exercises, new weeds, etc, might be placed alongside the shelf. 
Some of the pupils might make these. 


Agriculture In the One-Teacher Schools, Tie agricultural teaching is a one- 
teacher rural schoo? is not aimed primarily at giving young pupils a large fund of 
technical agricultural instruction, If a teacher succeeds in interesting her pupils in 
their agricultural environment, using this interes: in the school work, makes them 
observant and inquiring, inspires them to read an’ acquire knowledge for themselv 
she has done much in adjusting the country schoo! to meet the needs of country life. 

‘ 

Reading Should be Encouraged.—-While there is no text-book prescribed for the 
work in agriculture, it is important that pupils should be interested in reading for 
themselves upon agricultural topics, introduced to the best books, bulletins and journals, 
and trained to use them in connection with their class studies, debates and expert- 
ments, The agricultural books should uot be kept behind locked doors, but rather 
where pupils can get them without much trouble. 

The aim is not to make Book Farmers but Reading Farmers. Not to teach agri- 
culture from books only, but from nature al: Not one book but all good reading 
matter! 

‘The teaching of agriculture is developing through Nature Study and Children's 
Gardening. The work should result in an inquiring mind and a desire to read!

The Board had under consideration a memorandum from the Superinten-— 
dent General of Indian Affairs, reporting that the work in connection 
with the construction of a combined school house and teachers! residence 
on the Sheshegwaning Indian reserve on Manitoulin Island, could not be 
gonpleted for the amount of the tender, viz: $3,652 and that it was ne-— 
cessary to purchase extras to the extent of $500; that the initial ex— 
penditure of $43,652 was approved by Order in Council of the lst Septem 
ber, 1916, and was chargeable to the capital at the credit of the Band 
of the said reserve. 

The Superintendent General recommends that under Section 89 of the 
Indian Act, authority be given for charging the further expenditure of 
$500 to the capital at the credit of the Sheshegwaning Band, which am 
ounts to $61,032. 

The Board concur in the above recommendation and submit the same
